Architects: the Noted 
and 
the Ignored 


Architects: The Noted and the 
Ignored, by Niels L. Prak. Wiley. 
242 pp. $39.95. 


This book discusses the relations between 
the few famous ‘artistic’ architects and 
their more practical colleagues. It shows 
that the distinction between artistically 
relevant and run-of-the-mill design is a 
central and not an accidental feature, con- 
sciously pursued by the artistic architects. 
The theory developed here can help to 
understand the present ‘crisis’ in architec- 
ture. The diversity of post-modern archi- 
tecture can be explained if it is placed 
against the ubiquitous — but rarely men- 
tioned — background of ordinary build- 
ings and of the novelties of yesteryear. 
Post-modern architecture is not unified by 
what it tries to achieve, but by what it 
tries to avoid.
